Now York, Nov. 21. — The business 
condition of the country, especially the 
Iron and Steel trade, are sound, ac- 
cording to tho opinion of leading 
authorities in these industries as ex- 
pressed at a dinner given by E. H. 
Gary, last evening. Those present at 
the dinner included Chas. M. Schwab, 
of the Bethlehem Steel company; E 
A. S. Clark, president of the Lacka- 
wanna Steel company; John A. Topp- 
ing, president of the Republic Iron and 
Steel Co., Willis L. King, vice-presi- 
dent of tho Jones-Laughlln company; 
Samuel Mahror, of the Cleveland 
Cliffs Iron company; I. M. Scott, of 
Labele Iron Works; Howell Stack- 
house, of the Cambria Steel Co., and 
J. G. But'er, Jr., president of tho Bes- 
semer Steel 1 Works. 

There was a full discussion of the 
business conditions of tho country, 
particularly as applied to the Iron and 
Steel Industry. It was the unanimous 
opinion of all present that conditions 
aro sound and that tho recession no v 
experienced will not be long continued. 
Also that as prices had not been ad- 
vanced during times of great prosper- 
ity, they should not now be reduced: 
that Stability of prices is not only a 
benefit to all the business of the 
country, but it is also agreeable to 
purchasers generally. The meeting was 
In every respect harmonious, and 
without exception the speakers ex- 
pressed th 3 opinion that the disposi- 
tion shown by each one present was 
conclusive evidence that tho Iron and 
Steel Industry in the linked States Is 
on a better and safer basis than ever 
before. It was finally voted to appoint 
a committee of five, with power to 
add to their numbers, to whom every 
one Interested in the trade might at 
any time appeal for advice. The 
words co-operation and conciliation 
furnished' the keynote of the meeting. 

At a masting in this city today the 
Eastern B.iv Iron Association decided 
to keep all mills running so long as 
tho demand for bar Iron does not fall 
below 25 per cent of the normal valui. 
The association embraces about 30 
iron concsins, and they met today to 
discuss business conditions. The do 
rnand for bar iron has fallen some- 
what since the money stringency be- 
gan, but liie founders believe it like- 
ly that an increase of orders will 
come in ac &ny time. Future orders 
have been curtailed, and buyers are 
limiting their oiders to Immediate; 
use. 

Considerable improvement in com- 
mercial, industrial and manufacturing 
circles throughout tho country is In- 
dicated in reports from various cen- 
tres which have been received by R. 
G. Dun &, Co. Some of the cities 
where the financial stringency wns 
most severely felt a week ago have 
a steadily increasing supply of cur- 
rency, and as a result business in 
general Is In a more satisfactory state. 
The Increase In currency supply at 
Minneapolis lias made it possible for 
the large e'ovato • p-J'i cms to resume 
the purchase of grain and as a result 
trade is resuming normal proportions. 
Boston, Cincinnati and Baltimore, 
Cleveland and several other cities re- 
port good retail business, although the 
currency supply is not much larger 
than a week ago. In Philadelphia, tho 
financial stringency restrains activity 
in the wool market and curtailment of 
production among textile manufactur- 
ers and cane .llatlons of orders are 
numerous.

Burnham is specially accused of 
stealing stick pins from a Broadway 
studio and a combination stud of dia- 
monds from his former employer, Mr. 
Berwind. When arrested the ox- 
butler had S850 in his pockets.

New York, Nov. 21.-#The new Cun- 
arder Mauretanla b'roge one of her 
sister ship Lusitaiila's'- records today, 
when at noon she completed a day's run 
of 624 knots. The Lusltanla's best re- 
cord for a clay was 618jknots. As tho 
day on a westbound voyage of this ship 
is about 24, hours and ,50 minutes long, 
the Mauretanla is coming west at a 
rate of about 35 knots. 

News of the Mauritania's record 
day's run was contained in a news 
despatch received ..i ^ tho Associated 
Press and in a 'wireless message from 
Captain Prltchardi adding that ho was 
529 miles east of Sandy Hook at noon 
today, and that he expected to reach 
the Hook about 8 a.m. Friday. This 
would make the Mauretanla'B time for 
the passage about 5 days and 2 hours, 
or about seven hours slower than tho 
Lusltanla's fastest westbound passage. 

Halifax, N.S., Nov. 21. — A wireless 
message was received here today from 
the Cunard steamer Mauretanla, stat- 
ing that the steamship on yesterday up 
to 12 noon had made a world's record 
day's run of 621 knots, equal to (18 
land miles. Her average hourly speed 
for the day was 25 knots and her 
maximum for one hour 25% knots 
This Is an average hourly speed of 
29% miles. At noon today tho 
Mauretanla was 537 miles from Sandy 
Hook, which she should reach at 10 
o'clock In the morning. 'Hie Mauri- 
tania's 624 knots In one day on her 
maiden voyage is to be compared With 
the Lusltanla's 618 made on her se- 
cond voyage.

Phoenix Company Officials Make a 
I Number of Charges Against 
Engineer Cooper 

I Montreal, Nov. 21.— A special des- 
patch from Philadelphia says: Vigor- 
ous language directed against theo- 
doro Cooper, without mincing of words, 
marks the testimony given by officers 

' and engineers of the Phoenix Iron and 
Bridge company to the comm ssl.on 
which Is examining Into the collapse 
Of the Quebec bridge on August -0 

U o'n the shoulders of the old engineer 
in placed the burden of responsibility 
for the fall Of the- mighty structure, 
the greatest ever attempted in the 
world Which was to have been the 
crowning point of his career. The 
charges made against Cooper are; 

1. That when engineers ol the 
Phoenix company who were on the 
bridge reported thnt the chords were 
deflected, Cooper replied that there 
was no danger. 

2 That Cooper did not inform any 
of 'the Phoenix officials that $100 
worth of timber and bolts would brace 
the weak spot until it could be per- 
manent I v strengthened. 

3 That Cooper placed a unit stress 
of 24.000 pounds per 3quare inch on 
the structure, which wns a larger i 
stress than ever before recorded. 

4 That Coper refused to visit the 
plant at Phoenixville and view the 
putting together of the first chord | 
made for the bridge. 

6. That Cooper knew the large 
crane was to travel as far as the end 
of the suspended anchor arm. 

C That Cooper ordered the main 
span lengthened from 1,600 to 1,800 
feet. 



Vancouver, Nov. 21. — An interesting 
witness, Mr. Bathgate, was before Com- 
missioner King this afternoon in the 
Japanese Immigration inquiry. Mr. 
Bathgate lived many ytars in Japan, 
arriving from there a few weeks ago. 
Ho told about the operations of emi- 
gration societies, which are very active 
In large cities, particularly In the gar- 
rison towns, where many men arc) 
available after having served the reg- 
ulation three years in tho army. These 
companies have agents in all Pacific 
Coast cities, the companies furnishing 
the passports for leaving. He also told 
of how Japan is kept, scrupulously for 
the Japanese. The Standard Oil, which 
had small selling agencies in coast 
towns, desired to develop oil fields In 
Echlgo province, but were not allowed 
until they formed the International Oil 
company, a certain percentage of the 
directors being Japanese. These were 
paid for nominal service. The same 
with the American Tobacco Co., who 
wore practlculy ordered by the govern- 
ment to amalgamate with Mural Bros., 
a small Japanese firm, the latter get- 
ting all the benefit. 

Commissioner King this r.fterrioan 
examined Hindus and Chinese with the 
object of getting from them their rea- 
sons for coming to Canada.

Budget Gives Authority for Borrowing 
Very Largo Sum — Now Taxes 
Necessary 



Berlin, Nov. 21.— The imperial bud- 
get, which was presented today pro- 
vides authority to raise $65,125,000 by 
borrowing, while the credit of former 
budgets has not yet been realized to 
the amount of $33,525,000. The new 
budget thus sanctions borrowing $'.)*,- 
O'JO.OOO. It further authorizes . tho 
chancellor to raise temporarily a maxi- 
mum of $87,500,000 at the Imperial 
bank, upon treasury bills, as his needs 
inay require. Owing to the unfavor- 
able State of the Imperial finances, 
the government has decided to post- 
pone tho operation of the sinking fund 
measure till a definite arrangement 
can bo roadi. The report accompany- 
ing the budget expressed the neces- 
sity for the Imposition of new taxes, 
in order to bring tho expenditure and 
revenues in harmony. 

Hartje Divorce Case. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 21— Mrs. Mary 
Scott Hartje, who was sued for divorce 
by her husband, F. Augustus Hartje, 
the Pittsburg millionaire, won a com- 
plete victory In the Pennsylvania su- 
perior court here today, when that 
tribunal affirmed in its entirety the 
decision of the Allegheny court, which 
refused to grant Hartje a divorce. The 
petitions filed by Hartje's attorneys in 
tho superior court to re-open Che case 
on the grounds of newly-discovered 
evidence were denied. The petitions 
were based on letters alleged to have 
been written by Hartje and Thomas 
Maglne, the family coachman, who 
was named as co-respondent by 
Hartje. ■>.

Toronto, Nov. 21.— John Boyd, the 
colored porter who on July Hth last 
shot and killed Eward F. Wandlo, a 
colored restaurant keeper, In the lat- 
ter'a place off Court street, was found 
guilty Of murder this morning and 
was sentenced to hang on June 8th. 
The murder was a most cold-blooded 
one, and premeditated, Boyd called at 
Wandle's restaurant on the morning 
of July lth, looking for a woman 
named Mrs. Carr, with whom he had 
been living, and was put out of the 
restaurant. Boyd then ran away, pur- 
chased a revolver and returned In the 
forenoon to the restaurant. Wandlo 
was upstairs and Boyd followed him 
from room to room till he finally found 
him In a bedroom, when lie shot him 
dead.

Train Collision. 
Utlca, N.V., Nov. 21.— The north- 
bound 'mall and passenger train on 
the Rome, Watertown and Ogdersburg 
I railway out of this city early today 
I rim Into southbound freight train at 
I Alder Creek, about thirty miles north 
of the city.

The enquiry held under the Canada 
Shipping act concerning the collision 
between the steamers Tartar and 
Charmer on pet. 17, was commenced 
yesterday morning at the courthouse 
with Mr. Justice Martin presiding and 
Cupts. D. Jones of the Marine depart- 
ment and J. 1). Warren, a retired mas- 
ter, as assessors. I >. 12, Brown, super- 
intendent of C. I'. ft. steamers, and .1. 
IS. McMullen of Vancouver; appeared 
tor the C. P, It. ami is. V. Bodwell, 
K. C, for Capt. W hltely of the Charm- 
er, while Capt. Reed of the Tartar and 
Capt, 11. Robson .lone.-, pilot at the 
time of the accident, were unrepresent- 
ed by counsel. Capt. J. \V. Troup, su- 
perintendent of the C. P, It. coast 
steamship service, was seated with the 
C. P, ft. counsel. 'I'here was a large 
attendance chiefly of shipping men. 

Capt. Archibald lieed, of the Tartar, 
who holds ail extra muster's certifi- 
cate issued in New South Wales, was 
the first witness. He gave evidence 
that the weather was clear, although 
there were fog banks when the Tar- 
tar left Vancouver at 4:i,0 p. 

vessel cleared Brockton Point 
and Prospect Point at 4:3o. The en- 
gines worked full speed, about eleven 
knots. Spanish buoy was abeam at 
r>: 17 and a compass course of S. 20 E., 
true course S. W., was set when Point 
Grey was two miles to the eastward, 
Which would carry the steamer about 
two miles off the Sandheads lightship. 
There- was a low lying bank of fog 
ahead, with mountains showing above. 
At 5:45 the officers on the bridge heard 
a whistle in the fog. 

Mr. Bodwell: "Were you on the 
bridge?" 

Capt. Reed replied in the negative. 
When he returned to the bridge at 
6:62 a. m. seeing the steamer was 
about to enter a fog bank he again 
mounted the bridge, which be left as 
the vessel cleared Prospect Point. The 
whistle was being sounded and the en- 
gineers were instructed by telegraph 

10 "stand by." At 5:53, When the 
steamer entered the fog the engines 
were put to slow. At this lime a 
steamer's whistle was heard In a di- 
rection slightly on the port bow. The 
pilot, Capt. Jones, then gave the order 
"port one point," a.s the vessel whose 
whistle was heard was the one whose 
dutv it was to keep out of the Way, 
in compliance with Article -1 of the 
regulations f&r preventing collisions, 
although [ho Tartar was the "standing 

011 ship," lie considered it reasonable 
to assist the other vessel by altering 
the course to starboard. This rule 
says: "When in consequence of thick 
weather or other causes, such vessel 
finds herself so close that collision can- 
not be avoided by the givlng-way ves- 
sel alone, .ahe also 'shall lake such ac- 
tion as will best avert the collision." 

At 5:54, hearing the other vessel get- 
ting closer, he Stopped- the Tartar's 
engines. .About this time the opposing 
vessel was blowing one short blast, 
which indicated that she was altering 
her course to starboard. He replied 
with one short blast, indicating the 
Tartar was altering course to star- 
board. When suddenly the other 
steamer gave two short blasts, indicat- 
ing she was altering her course to port. 
This signal was repeated two or three 
lime- The Tartar was then rapidly 
losing steering way through her en- 
gines being stopped. 

Collision Occurs. 
At 5:5r> the Charmer was seen on the 
port bow about three points, probably 
at a distance ot a cable (HllO feet) or a 
cable and a half (8|)0 feet) and steer- 
ing in a direction across the Tar- 
tar's now. The engines were put full 
speed astern. At 5:56 the Charmer 
struck the Tartar's port how with 
great force, aboul thirty feet from the 
the stern, making two holes, one above 
the other. The Tartar's plates are live- 
eighths inches thick outside and nine- 
sixteenth inside and to indict the dam- 
age a considerable blow was necessary. 
The Tartar had stopped entirely at the 
time of the Impact. The charmer re- 
bounded after the blow and was soon 
enveloped in I lie fog. 

After the Collision. 
Capt. Keed stopped (lis evidence, and 
alter some discussion it was decided 
lo detail the happenings hi as far as 
they related lo precautious to save life 
following the accident. Witness gave 
Immediate orders to close the water- 
tight doors and sound the wells. He 
did not anticipate danger to life then, 
but a few seconds later the chief offl- 
cer reported the steamer sinking by 
| the head. He gave orders to Pilot 
Jones to head the vessel for the nearest 
beach anil run her aground at lull 
speed, at the same time giving orders 
to swing out and lower the boats, and 
assigned Ihq officers to their respect- 
ive stations. He attended the whistle, 
telegraph and details or the workings 
of the -deanier leaving Hie course to 
.hod water to the pilot. Repeated 
Whistles from the Charmer wore heard 
meanwhile Thesis lie answered. A 
series of prolonged blasts from the 
mer he interpreted as distress slg- 
checked the Tartar so as to 
lifeboat;, Which he ordered 
Charmer.

er's master asked him to take her 
passengers, which were transferred. 
Being assured that the Charmer could 
proceed the Tartar returned slowly to 
English Bay and anchored at 10:10 
p. m. in six fathoms. The fog had be- 
come dense again and the Charmer's 
passengers were retained on bourd and 
made as comfortable as circumstances 
would allow, the ship at that time be- 
ing In a condition of safety as regards 
possible loss of life. 

Cross-examination. 
Crosh'-exainlned by Mr. Bodwell, 
Capt. Reed said lie had left the bridge 
at Prospect Point, but returned occa- 
sionally. Mr. Davies, 'chief officer, Mr. 
Winters, third officer, and the pilot, 
Capt. Jones, were on the bridge. AVil- 
ness was questioned at length as to 
the means taken to verify entries In 
the log from which he had taken the 
times mentioned In his evidence and 
verification of the bearings. The Tar- 
tar was in full direction of the pilot, 
subject lo witness' approval. He had 
not Interfered witli the pilot's control 
of the vessel. Mr. Bodwell asked for 
the submission of reports made to 
D. 13. Brown by witness, and, Mr. Mc- 
Mullen, for the C. I'. R., not object- 
ing, the reports Were read, and .Mr. 
Bodwell pointed oui a discrepancy of 
four minutes In the times given as 
to when witness relurned to the 
bridge. 

Mr. Bodwell spent some lime In- 
quiring aboul the blowing of the Tar- 
tar's whistle and witness said the 
whistle was blown by a Chinaman.

Jones 
said they were not made on oath, Mr. I 
Bodwell said: "We'll assume for the | 
present you'll tell the truth."

The witness went on to give tl 
times of passing the points, altering 
course, etc., when Mr. Bodwell ques- 
tioned him al length as to when he 
made the memorandum from which 
they were taken.

Capt. Jones explained that in fog, 
with weather dirty, he couldn't al- 
ways have paper handy, and sometimes 
marked on his cuff or the rail as sailor- 
men do. After the collision 1). K. 
Brown bad asked him to make a re- 
port. He did not think lie ought to 
have done so without consulting- Capt. 
Reed, but nevertheless had complied, 
sending Capt. Reed a copy. He had 
also on Oct. 22 made a report to Capt. 
Gardiner-Johnson, secretary of the 
pilotage board, in which be said he 
was about five miles from the Sand- 
heads in a thick bank of fog when he 
heard the Charmer's whistle blow. 
Mr. Bodwell questioned Capt. Jones at 
length as to how he ascertained the 
distance when he had not seen the 
Sandheads light.

"You came down on the steamer 
Princess Victoria a few days ago, and 
you were In the pilothouse talking of 
the collision. Didn't you say then you 
saw the Princess Victoria's smoke and

"You started across the Charmer's 
bow when navigating the Titan some 
days bef->re. didn't you?" asked Mr. 
Bodwell. 

"Oh, do you want to hear about the 
Titan," replied witness eagerly. "You'll 
hear more about that than you want 
to. I was going to beg for permission 
to bring up tliuL matter. 

"1 wouldn't have disappointed . you 
for $100," said Mr. Bodwell. "Now 
here's a letter written to Capt. Gati- 
dln, agent of marine, by Capt. Day, of 
the Titan. When was it written? 
Weren't, you standing by when it was 
written?" 

"Yes." 

"When was it written?" 

"11 was written, I think — the collision 
wus on Thursday — on Saturday, two 
days after the collision. 

Capt. Jones went on to tell of the 
Incident. On the Tuesday before the 
collision the Titan left the outer dock 
at Victoria at 7 a.m. He was pilot of 
the Titan. Dense fog prevailed. Off 
Trial Island, half a mile by calcula- 
tion, a course was set for Discovery, 
the fog horn on which could not be 
heard. After passing Trial island the 
Charmer's whistle was unmistakeably 
heard. The Charmer was seemingly 
going outside Discovery instead of 
Inside Ten Mile point as usual. She 
was well on the Titan's port bow, lie 
thought about a point. He slowed 
the engines as usual, asd heard , three 
blasts, when he ported the helm. 

"You did the same on thai occasion 
as you did on tills'.'" interrupted Mr. 
Bodwell. 

"Capt. Day is muster of n steamer 
belonging to a company which boasts 
that It has the best mariners available. 
When the Charmer came on our port 
bow then, we went full speed astern. 
Having double engines and great pow- 
er the steamer's head did not twist as 
a single-screw steamer's would, and 
went dead astern. The Charmer show- 
ed up dead on our bow, and as we 
reversed Capt. Day said; 'That was a 



mighty close shave. She passed with- 
in thirty feet." 1 went back on board 
the Titan, after the collision between 
the Charmer and Tartar and—'" 

"You got' him to Wi'ile a letter.' 
broke in Mr. Bodwell. 

"I did nothing underhand/ retorted 
Capt. Jones. "X said .the Charmer 
managed it this time, and got hirn to 
write a letter," he continued.

Capt. Troup shook his head nega- 
tively. 

Mr. Bodwell read the letter which 
follows:

S3. Titan, Victoria, Oct. 15. 
To Capt. Caudin, Agent of the Marine 
Authority of Canada. 
Dear Sir,— At a.m. 7.-15 this morn- 
ing, having Just rounded Trial island 
In a dense fog, under a "standby bell 
and steaming at a moderate speed; we 
heard a steamer's fog whistle almost 
right ahead, but a trifle on port bow. 
The pilot immediately altered course 
one point to starboard and dead slowed 
the engines The steamer ahead then 
blew one short blast, and We answered, 
altering course .another point to. star- 
board Opposing steamer blew another 
one short blast. We replied and stop- 
ped engines, because, in spite of one 
port helm, the bearing of opposing 
vessel's whistles indicated that she 
was not altering her course appreeia- 
blv to starboard.

"Do you suppose 1 was going to have 
a light dfaiight steamer inside me with 
a 10,000 ton steamer and Trial island? 
She was well on my port bow." 

"Do you deny you didn't port your 
helm and try to cross her bow, al- 
though you would have crossed pcr-r 
fectlv clear if you had held on your 
course? You were in the same position 
as with the Tartar and you exercised 
the same nmnoueVre, didn't you?" 

"That's your opinion, Is It?" 

In answer to Mr. Bodwell's questions 
witness then went Into the signals 
blown by the Charmer and Tartar 
again in detail, and Mr. Bodwell went 
on to Intimate that the Turtur was 
closer to Sturgeon bank than ordinar- 
ily, and was diverted when the Char- 
mer's whistle was heard. 

As to Sturgeon Bank 

"Were you ever us close as tho 
Charmer's course to Sturgeon bank 
before?" asked Mr. Bodwell. 

"Yes, it was perfectly safe." 

"You know one point off Sturgeon 
bank was too close to tho bank?" 

"We were two miles off Sturgeon 
bank. I was astonished at how far 
we had to run when I put the steamer 
at full speed to reach the bank." 

"[ have -no -doubt that you were 
astonished. You didn'l know where 
you were, did you?" 

"You have no right to that assump- 
tion." 

"Now, this is my suggestion. When 
you heard tiie Charmer's whistle, and 
knew It was the Charmer, you knew 
you were closer to Sturgeon bank than 
the Tartar ought to be, and therefore 
ported a little." 

"The supposition is entirely wrong. 
I was on my course, as I have marked 
it on that chart." 

"You knew Hie Charmer's course 
with regard to Sturgeon bank was 
nearer than large vessels go." 

"Jf tiiat's your assumption, it's 
wrong." 

To Capt. Jones, assessor, witness 
said ho ordered the standby at 5:52, 
and slowed down a minute afterward. 
He had not blown three blasts to show 
when he went astern. 

Chief Official's Evidence 

Capt. Davies, chief officer of the Tar- 
tar for nine years, told of the circum- 
stances leading to the collision. Ho 
went on watch soon after leaving port, 
and tho entries in the log to which 
Capt. Reed referred were by him. Tho 
i engines were atoppd at 5:46 when the 
whistle was heard on the port bow, 
when the Charmer soon loomed up, 
about the length and u half of the ship 
distant to the port bow. He "sung out," 
and the helm was put hard-a-port, and 
the engines full speed astern. The 
Charmer struck the port bow and re- 
bounded in the fog. He went at once 
to ascertain the damage, and found 
two hoii!s, the forehold lilling rapidly. 

■Reverting to the whistling witness 
said he first heard the long blast, a 
fog signal. At 5:63, when the en- 
gines were put slow, lie heard a short 
blast on the port bow, which Ute pilot 
answered with a\ short blast, at tho 
same time altering his course a point 
and a half to port. Immediately after- 
ward he beard two whistles, with a 
short interval between, which was re- 
plied to with one whistle. Then the 
Tartar's engines wore stopped, as tho 
vessel seemed to be getting too close. 
The" Charmer was then made out on 
the port bow. The collision followed 
very shortly. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bodwell, wit- 
ness said he had' kept a "scrap log," 
which he would produce. He had mado 
a report to D. E, Brown as to the col- 
lision. In this report witness said 
Point Grey was one one-fourth miles 
on thp beam and the course was chang- 
ed at G:i:0 instead of 5HJD p. m. as ha 
now stated -with reference to the log. 
He had not been pnrtlcular about tho 
report, though; as It was not made on 
oath, 

The Inquiry then adjourned until this 
morning.

Hamburg, Nov. 21. — The firm of J. 

F. G. Jloeller, who own a wax rclln- 
ery at Altona, suspended today. The 
liabilities are reported to be from 
$1,750,000 to $2,000,000. The most im- 
portant Hamburg and other German 
banks, as well as a number of Eng- 
lish firms are involved in the fail- 
ure. The assets are reported to be 
$500,000. It Is generally supposed that 
speculation in stocks caused the fail- 
ure of the firm, which did a large 
business in shellac, rosin and canabu 
wax, and manufactured candles for 
use In churches, especially in Russia. 

Berlin, Nov. 21,— Tho Dresdner and 
Deutsche banks have sustained losses 
through the failure of J. F. C. Moeller. 
A despatch to the Tageblatt from 
Hamburg says that the export firm of 
[Crohn and Relnholz has suspended. 

Prices on the bourse today were de- 
pressed by the failure of .1. F. 

G. Moeller, at Hamburg, the 
unsatisfactory iron reports from the 
United States and the German dis- 
tricts, also regarding the general sit- 
uation. There was a slight recovery 
later in tho day. 

Paris, Nov. 21.— Prices on tho 
bourse today were firm upon the fav- 
orable Interpretation of Die reports 
that negotiations are in progress with 
tho view of sending gold dlrccl from 
Franco to the United States. Accord- 
ing to these rumors, the Bank of 
France Is acting as an intermediary, 
hut tills was denied luter In the day. 

Berlin, Nov. 2 1.— The arrival of 
large amounts or American cotton and 
grain bills caused an extremely hrisk 
demand today for London checks, 
Americans adopting this method to 
draw gold from Oermany by way of 
London. The price of exchange on 
London rose to 30 marks, and indi- 
cated that further gold exports to the 
United States from the fmperlal bank 
will occur this week 

Limoges, France, Nov. 21.— In con- 
sequence of tho financial situation In 
America, the Havilands. who ship a 
large share of their porcelain product 
to tho United States, have dismissed 
two hundred workmen and stopped 
the work of enlarging their factory.

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LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS. 



No Victorian can go much about the 
city without feeling that the reputa- 
tion of his home town is badly injur- 
ed, not to speak of the discomfort in- 
flicted upon himself and his fellow - 
. citizens, by the condition of our 
streets. AVe arc getting an excellent 
lot of permanent sidewalks, but the 
carriage way on most, of the streets Is 
nearly as bad as it can well be. It Is 
rough at all times; in the summer in 
its dusty; when the rains come It Is 
muddy. It Is not very easy to grow 
enthusiastic over "Victoria the Beau- 
tiful" while being jolted along through 
a cloud of dust or bespattered with a 
lot of mud. It is time for a change 
in this respect and the people of the 
city ought to make up their minds to 
have a. change. Victorians will have 
to adopt the local improvement system 
in its entirety. Ten or twelve years 
ago the residential parts of Seattle 
and Tacoma were even worse than 
Victoria is or ever was, so far as the 
condition of their streets went. Now 
they have long stretches of fine roads, 
roads that are free from dust In sum- 
mer and mud in winter. The local Im- 
provement system, coupled with the 
establishment of local Improvement 
clubs, brought about the change. We 
are quite aware of the arguments that 
are urged against this system, but we 
are also aware that If we have to wait 
for the sort of streets we ought to 
have until the City Council provides 
them, most of us will have no use for 
streets of any kind. If the property 
owners on a street, or a certain pro- 
portion of them, want an asphalt street 
and are willing to pay for it, they 
ought to have it without having to ask 
the city/ council to do anything else 
than order the work. Money can al- 
ways be got on local improvement 
bonds,' and the cost, When spread over 
a series of years, is hardly felt by the 
property owners. It Is quite true that 
property owners in some parts of the 
city have paid for street Improvements 
in other parts, and possibly as a matter 
of absolute justice they have a right 
to ask that other parts of the city shall 
contribute to the cost of Improvements 
In their parts. But Victoria has only 
begun to grow. AVe are going to need 
miles upon miles of new streets, and 
miles upon miles of new sidewalks, 
and If it is necessary to ask the city 
council for them, it will be a long 
time before we get them. This de- 
partment of public improvements 
ought to be taken out of the hands 
of the city council, so far as the right 
to order and the obligation to pay for 
them are concerned. AVhen this plan is 
adopted we will have good streets and 
not before. 

THE BANK STATEMENT. 

The bnnk statement for October docs 
not suggest that there is anything 
wrong In the financial situation in 
Canada. The note circulation is ?S4,- 
289,993, or about $14 per head for every 
man, woman and child in the Domin- 
ion, but the banks had a margin of 
$11,000,000 of capital against which 
they could issue notes if business 
needed It. The liabilities of the banks 
were $12,000,000 greater than they were 
in October last year, but as the assets 
are $19,000,000 more this Increase Is a 
good sign. The total bank assets are 
not far short of a billion dollars, the 
actual figures being $951,132,000. At 
the rate of increase of the past few 
years, In three years' time the billion 
mark" will be passed. A small increase 
in current loans over September is re- 
ported, and a very substantial Increase 
over October, 1900. Call loans were 
$103,000,000, a decrease of $13,000,000, 
as compared with October, 1900. In Sep- 
tember the call loans outside of Canada 
were more than $08,000,000, hut they 
havo been reduced by over $20,000,000 
since that time. These loans were 
made chiefly in New Vork, which thus 
was called upon to pay a large sum to 
the Canadian banks in October. Thero 
la a slight Increase in overdue debts, 
but not enough to affect the situation 
at ull seriously. 

Taking the returns for the month 
they appear to be very satisfactory. 
The margin of assets above liabilities 
la nearly $178,000,000, which Is enough 
for absolute security, as will appear 
from the fact that the past due debts 
do not exceed one-half of one per cent, 
upon the total loans outstanding. In 
view of the nature of this bank state- 
ment, it Is not a matter of surprise 
that the Minister of Finance says that 
the banks have not called upon the 
government for the assistance offered 
them In mo ving th e grain cro p. 
CANADA AND THE NAVY. 

Mr. Brodeur, Minister of Marino and 
Fisheries, at a meeting of the Cana- 
dian Club of Toronto, made some ob- 
servations In regard to the contribu- 
tions of Canada to Imperial defence, 
and they will have much local interest 
In view of the discussions that havo 
recently taken place hero on that sub- 



ject. He began his observations on 
this point by -.saying that a false Im- 
pression was abroad as to what Can- 
ada had done for the above purpose, 
the general Idea being that she had 
done nothing at all. Ho aald that at 
the Conference of 1902 It was propos- 
ed that the self-governing colonies 
should make a contribution In money 
towards the eo3t of maintaining the 
navy, but on behalf of the Dominion 
It was objected that this was opposed 
to the principles of responsible gov- 
ernment and parliamentary control of 
expenditures. Australia and New Zea- 
land took a contrary view of the. case 
and made a direct contribution, but 
after four years experience they had 
decided that it was an undesirable 
method of procedure and had aban- 
doned it. At the recent conference 
there was unanimous opinion that all 
parts of the Empire ought to contri- 
bute to the common defence, but there 
was not accord as to the best way of 
doing it. Ho said that a document 
had been submitted to the last Con- 
ference in which it was claimed that 
Canada had done nothing towards 
this object, but he had replied to It, 
and Lord Tweedmouth, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, "had been kind enough 
to accept in the House of Lords" his 
explanation as showing that Cana- 
dians "had done a great deal for the 
defence of the Empire by looking after 
their local naval defence." Mr. Bro- 
deur then went into details. He re- 
ferred to the treaty of 1818 by which 
citizens of the United States were per- 
mitted to take fish in Canadian waters, 
and said that the Admiralty had re- 
cognized it as a part of its duty to 
send out cruisers to see that this tre- 
aty was not violated. Canada had as- 
sumed this burden and to that extent 
relieved the British taxpayer. The ex- 
penditure on 'this head this year would 
be $500,000, although included in this 
was the coat of anew cruiser. Former- 
ly the British government kept a ves- 
sel on the Great Lakes to protect 
Canadian fisheries there. This duty 
was taken over by Canada. The hy- 
drographic survey had been formerly 
carried out by the Admiralty, but Can- 
ada has assumd this at a cost of $250,- 
C00 a year. The Admiralty undertakes 
the establishment and maintenance of 
wireless telegraphy in many parts of 
the Empire, but not In Canada, where 
the cost of this service, which is in a 
sense Imperial, is borne by this coun- 
try. The Dominion has also assumed 
the cost of maintaining the dockyards 
at Halifax and Esquimau. He cited 
an article written by Sir Charles 'flip- 
per to the Nineteenth Century, in 
which that distinguished statesman 
took substantially the same ground as 
he did, and claimed thjs showed that 
no difference of opinion existed be- 
tween the two parties on the question. 

AVe fully appreciate the force of all 
that Mr. Brodeur has .-aid, and are 
very glad that he said it, but we sub- 
mit that it is time to take another 
step forward. It will be observed that 
what Canada lias done is In line with 
the suggestions of Bear- Admiral 
Elect. That officer thinks we ought to 
proceed on the principle that our con- 
tributions to Imperial defence should 
be such as would primarily be fur 
Canadian purposes. There is no dis- 
tinction in principle between the 
maintenance of fishery cruisers and 
the providing of a small squadron to 
do other police duty on the high seas. 
We commend the Admiral's sugges- 
tions to the consideration of the Min- 
ister, 



it Is too soon to discuss these points, ounce, they can now send a letter 

weighing up to one ounce for 2 cents. 
Tills is a great boon, as it is no longer 
necessary to employ very thin paper 
to send a letter of moderate length to 
Great Britain or one of the Colonies 
for 2 cents, and It brings the standard 
of weight into conformity with that in 
use for domestic correspondence. 



The Interesting fact is that the leader 
of one of the great British political 
parties has declared himself in favor 
of promoting free trade within the 
Empire, and this is certainly a dis- 
tinct advance. Every Canadian will 
hope for ills success, and his stand 
Will secure for him the sympathy of 
our whole people when next the voters 
of England choose their representa- 
tives. 



THE IMPERIAL SECRETARIAT 

It will be remembered that one of 
the decisions reached by the last Im- 
perial Conference was that there 
should be a permanent Secretariat to 
keep up the continuity of the business 
dealt with at the conferences. Mr. 
Deakln wanted an independent de- 
partment, controlled by the Conference 
and paid by it; Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
thought that the Secretariat ought to 
bo responsible to the British Govern- 
ment. Wo do not recall whether as not 
he proposed that the outlying parts, 
of the Empire should bear the whole 
or a part of the cost. 'file Britsh 
Government has acted on Sir Wilfrid's 
Views, and the official announcement 
is made that the new ollice has been 
created, and thus Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa are 
severed from the Colonial Department, 
us that term lias hitherto been under- 
stood, 'fhe new offlcer, who may he 
styled the Permanent Secretary of the 
Imperial Conference—we arc not quite 
sure that this is his title, although 
he is so referred to in the telegram — ■ 
while under the control of the Colonial 
Secretary, and subordinate to the 
Permanent Under-Secretary, will cor- 
respond directly with the governments 
of the several self-governing colonies 
through the medium of the governors. 
Without the details of Lord Elgin'.? 
despatch on - tin? subject, we are not 
sure If the new secretary Is authorized 
to correspond with provincial govern- 
ments, hut we fancy that he Is not. 
It is suggested by a London corres- 
pondent that the new ollice will "great- 
ly increase tile importance of the High 
Commissioner as the direct channel of 
communication between British and 
Canadian ministers." Such few details 
of the plan as have come to hand do 
not seem to bear out this idea, but wo 
are too much in the dark to express 
tiny opinion on the subject. 

'fhe new official is named Just. He 
has been In the Colonial ollice since 
1S7S. He has a brother living in Mon- 
treal and another brother was at one 
time private secretary to Sir Charles 
Tupper, and is now employed in the 
Canadian emigration department in 
London. 



In the report of the annual meeting 
of the Exhibition Association, publish- 
ed in the Colonist yesterday,. Mr. 
James Fletcher was represented as 
saying that betting at the races was 
the chief attraction. This did an in- 
justice to Mr. Fletcher, who states 
that he not only did not make such a 
statement, but that he said nothing 
Which ought to have been so under- 
stood. We have only to express regret 
that he should have been put in such 
a false position. The discussion at 
tlie meeting was largely Informal and 
was chiefly on the financial aspect of 
the exhibition, and it appears that the 
Colonist In its report rather overstat- 
ed the views of some of those present. 

While it is regrettable In the ex- 
treme that a number of the mining 
and lumbering Industries in this 
province have found it necessary to 
curtail their forces, it ought to he 
remembered that In this respect con- 
ditions in British Columbia are ex- 
actly similar to what obtain at pres- 
ent, from one end of Canada to the 
other. The .Montreal Star the other 
day made a canvass of the country, 
and the reports it received were to 
the effect that in almost every depart- 
ment of Industry there was a reduc- 
tion of workmen. The consensus of 
opinion among the best Informed is 
that the situation will right itself 
shortly. 




Alderman Henderson has a new 
proposition in regard to paving Gov- 
ernment street. Every one';'\vill hope 
that it will be accepted and that this 
standing disgrace to the city will he 
removed. 



The threatened famine in Lapland 
ought not to be beyond prompt and 
effective relief. Less than half a mil- 
lion people are affected, and they all 
live in Sweden. There ought to be 
abundant aid forthcoming. Canada 
could well spare a part of her sur- 
plus of foods to help the sufferers. 



That story about the UK) Fredertc- 
ton Liberals, who cast 400 ballots at 
a convention must be taken. w )th a 
good many grains .if allowance. There 
are few places in the Dominion from 
which more extraordinary political 
yarns emanate than from the little, 
.New Brunswick capital. For twelve 
months out of the year they run poll- 
tics in that town as if their very lives 
depended upon it. The papers keep up 
a campaign without intermission from 
one election to another, the only dif- 
ference being that just before an elec- 
tion they get a little more vigorous. 
Xo one knows just when t lie provin- 
cial election is coming on, but the op- 
posing papers are already and have i 
for months past been saying all kinds 
of things about the prospective can- | 
didates of each other's party.

Air. Balfour has been 
making up his mind on the fiscal ques- 
tion as it affects the relations of the 
United Kingdom and tlie rest of the 
Empire, but he seems to have done so 
at last. In a speech at Birmingham 
a week ago he declared himself very 
favorable to a policy of "free trade 
within the Empire," and said that if 
the Conservatives were returned to 
power their first duty would be to 
summon the Imperial Conference with 
the view of attaining that object. He 
declared himself in favor of "broad- 
ening tlie basis of taxation, safeguard- 
ing the productive industries, strength- 
ening the position of tlie United King- 
dom in foreign markets and granting 
a colonial preference." He added that 
any duties imposed must be small and 
widespread, that they must not touch 
raw materials or increase the burdens 
of the working edasses. 'fhe British 
people beyond seas will lie greatly 
pleased if Mr. Balfour Is able to devel- 
op a policy along these lines, which 
will meet with the endorsement of the 
people of the United Kingdom. As we 
havo frequently said, Canadians desire 
an inter-Imperial preference, but they 
do not. presume to dictate to tlie people 
of Great Britain and Ireland what 
course they ought to adopt. Whether 
Mr. Balfour has only given his assent 
to a general principle, or has a defin- 
ite plan whereby he hopes to be abb' 
to reach the results In favor of which 
ho has declared himself, Is something 
upon which we are not Informed. He 
has, however, identified tlie Conser- 
vative party of the United Kingdom 
with the policy outlined by him and 
tills Is the first step towards bringing 
it about. Everything else is a matter 
id' detail. It will be observed that lie 
does not contemplate a general pref- 
erence but expressly excludes raw 
materials from his plan. 'fhe term 
"raw materials" Is a very wide one. 
It includes timber, iron ores, wool and 
a great many other articles. Some 
people take It tis including food sup- 
plies, ami Air. Balfour's qualification 
of his plan by saying that ho does 
not Intend to increase the burdens 
of the worklngman suggests that he 
does not propose to do anything that 
will add to the price of food. But 



On tlie whole, we think the Council 
his shown wisdom in determining to 
give the directors of the Agricultural 
Association as free a hand as possible 
in arranging tlie details id' the annual 
Fall Fairs.

Hard Knocks. 

Two very unpleasant things have 
happened in Canadian mining circles re- 
cently. The first was the shutting down 
of tlie Granby mines by a telegram from 
New York, the second, tlie refusal of 
American smelters to buy Cobalt ores. 
These things show a dependence tit Can- 
adian industry upon conditions in tlie 
| United States that is not satisfactory. 
It is a pity that we cannot get into 
the world market with our gold, silver, 
copper, lead, nickel, zinc, and cobalt 
directly, and not mediately through the 
control of II. S. financial interests, Re- 
striction of output may be necessary, 
hut it should be gradual. The displace- 
ment of a large body of Canadian labor 
by telegraph Is a hurtful thing. 

There is more behind the Cobalt situ- 
ation than appears on the surface. In 
the smelting and refining of the complex 
ores from which the main part of the 
precious minerals produced In America 
are extracted, there Is gradually grow- 
ing a trust which is destined In a few 
years to make Standard Oil look like the 
proverbial thirty cents. It is pursuing 
exactly tin' same methods, namely, the 
monopolization of the means of manu- 
facture and distribution. 

This monopoly once established and 
made rigid, tlie trust can manipulate 
things so as to absorb all the legitimate 
profits of discovery and production. It 
will not only regulate production In the 
United States which is the business of 
the United States, but the growing min- 
ing Industry of Canada is peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to Its operations. Some years 
ago it wrecked the bad industry of 
Kootenay. Now it appears to be manip- 
plating Cobalt in a somewhat similar 
fashion. — Winnipeg Telegram.

Hut tlie 
farmers have still large quantities, even 
of last year's crop, In hand, and the mll- 
f I b-rs and grain merchants — the middle- 
men, who trade largely on credit — have 
been complaining that the banks would 
not finance them on terms upon which 
they could purchase grain and ship it 
to tlie other side. That was the sltun- 
tiou which confronted Mr Fielding. It 
was an impasse, a lane without egress, 
a blind alley. It was for him, he 
thought, to find a way. Is not the gov- 
ernment responsible for tlie country's 
prosperity; do not its spokesmen so 
claim; and would H not be blamed should 
the good times come to a full stop? 
But what could Mr. Fielding do? Where 
was the money to come from to finance 
the wheat movement, so that the grain 
could be sold in areat Britain, whence 
the money for it would flow hack and 
put us all In easy street again? Ah, 
happy thought! The paid-up capital of 
tfie thirty-five chartered banks today Is 
$95,737,819; the bank net allows them to 
issue bank notes to the full extent of 
that capital; tho present issue of notes, 
however, only amounts to about 5 7 !',- 
500,000, according to the last statement, 
furnished to the government. So that 
the banks have full power to Issue six- 
teen million dollars more In notes than 
are now in circulation — notes that tho 
farmers and everybody else in Canada 
will lake without hesitation and gladly. 
Would the bankers oblige Air. Fielding 
■and the government, and, of course the 
country, by being good fellows and Is- 
suing some more notes and giving easier 
credit to the grain men, so us to get the 
grain moved? Why, certainly! That Is 
tho very thing the hanks have been sav- 
ing up for. And, of course, the govern- 
ment will not forget them and will give 
them all Its moral, and, If required, some 
material support. — Montreal Witness.

The principal benefit of this will he 
the more expeditious handling of the 
Crow's Nest coal to interior provin- 
cial points and to the towns of Al- 
berta and the northern parts of the 
prairie provinces.

Vancouver, Nov. 21.— John D. Bockc- 
follor and his associates in the Stand- 
ard Oil company, represented by it 
subsidiary corporation, the Federal 
Mining; Smelting, and Refining com- 
pany, owning the principal -mines in 
the silver-lead district of ttio Coeur d 
Alcnes In Idaho, are about to Invade 
the Queen Charlotte islands. Accord- 
ing to a wire received today by H. 15. 
B'odlen, of Jedway, and now in this 
city, the Federal company lias decided 
to bond the Tangier group, situated 
on Huxley island, off the east coast 
of Moresby island, the principal island 
the group. The consideration will 
$300,000, with a ten per cent pay- 
ment in cash on signing the papers 
and the balance in payments extending 
over a period of eighteen months.. 

Tie proposition comprises four 
claims, it was recently examined by 
S. C. Chlsholm, the chief mining ex- 
pert of the Standard Oil people, lie 
is now In Spokane, where he assayed 
the numerous samples of ore taken 
from the leads on the surface. The 
group, according to Mr. Bodine, who 
staked it live months ago, lias a vein 
of free-milling gold ore with a width 
of forty feet, and giving average as- 
say values of $G per ton.

His partners are Messrs. A. J. Ross, 
John Averill and Joseph Davis, all of 
Skldegate. Mr. Bodine expects that the 
Federal company will carry out de- 
velopment work immediately on an 
extensive scale. lie anticipates the 
erection of a copper smelter and a 
large stamp mill for treating the two 
varieties of ore situated on the group. 

Mr. Bodine has Just bonded another 
proposition, the Copper King group 
of three claims, to Mr. Wolffsohn, the 
local German Imperial consul, and 
B. F. Girling, of this city. The $100,000 
bond Is to run two years, and the cash 
consideration was $3,000, representing 
tlie first payment. The properties ad- 
join the well known Swede group, 
which is situated on the east coast 
of Moresby Island, forty miles from 
Jedway. The lead Is stated to have 
a width of 1.25 feet. With average val- 
ues of 3 per cent copper, and gold 
values of $3 per ton.

NEW PAVING SCHEME 
FOR GOVERNMENT ST. 



Aid, Henderson Now Working 
on New Proposition to 
Submit 



Aid. Henderson has not yet given up 
hope that Government street from 
Courtney to Johnson streets may be 
paved this year. Despite the fact that 
the city's last proposition was turned 
down by much the greater part of the 
property owners. Alderman Hender- 
son has another scheme which he will 
bring before the streets, bridges and 
sewers committee and the city coun- 
cil. He believes that should the new 
scheme be aceptable to the property 
owners along Government street the 
work can be done by Christmas. 

The last •proposal of the city made 
to the property owners, that the elty 
assume the first live yearly payments 
and the property owners the last five 
vyas turned down emphatically, the 
property owners claiming that It was 
the city's duty to repair the pavement 
or put down another, but the entire 
cost of doing so should be borne by 
the city, which should do the work as 
one of ordinary maintenance and re- 
pair. 

Aid. Henderson's latest proposal is 
to the effect that the cost of the pave- 
ment be extended over ten years, the 
same as In the case of the present 
pavement. For the first four years, the 
period which the present assessment 
has yet to run, the city assumes the 
full responsibility and for the remain- 
ing six years the payments will be 
shared equally by the city and the 
property owners. As the cost ol" pave- 
ment Is estimated to bo about $14,000 
the vearly payments to be made by the 
citv'for the first four years would be 
S1.-I0O and for the remaining six years 
the city's share would be $700 and the 
property owners a like amount. 

Whether this proposition will be con- 
sidered favorably by the property ow- 
ners remains to be seen. Aid. Hender- 
son thinks it should prove so and if it 
does no time will be lost in PUtHng 
through the necessary by-law. While 
there has been considerable delay in 
the completion of the new croosoting 
plant on acount of the non-arrival 
some of the machinery, it is expec ted 
that the plant will be ready in suffi- 
cient time to treat the blocks for the 
Government street pavement should 
the work now go ahead.

FACE THEFT CHARGE 

Firemen on Princess May Accused of 
Broaching Cargo — Aro Under 
Arrest 



All is not well in the fisheries' com- 
mission. The report, vouminous ex- 
haustive and exhausting in length, 
has finally been prepared and for the 
last two days the members have been 
considering its adoption. It purports 
to give a thorough consideration to 
fishery conditions in tills provir^cu 
and to embody a new series of regula- 
tions regarding the fisheries generally, 
which trie commission expects the 
Dominion government will adopt. Af- 
ter numerous sessions extending over 
a good many months the report has 
been completed. 

It was expected by the chairman 
and several of the members that. Its 
consideration would take only a few 
days when it would lie adopted and 
finally passed. 

But all Is not clear sailing. In fact 
one at least of the members has ten- 
dered his resignation and returned to 
his home in Vancouver, after submit- 
ting a minority report to which it Is 
understood there are other names at- 
tached. The dissenting member Is 
Campbell Sweeney. He left for Van- 
couver on Wednesday night's boat. It 
is understood that (ho minority report 
which he placed iii the hands of 
Prof. Prince was brief, but of no un- 
certain tone. He did not consider the 
professor's premises correct and he 
slated his conclusion. 

The original report embodies to a 
great extent' the vlbws of Prof. Prince, 
the chairman of. .the, commission. 
Publicity was 'given: It last summer on 
the occasion nC. the professor's ' visit 
to the cost when a lengthy resume 
of it appeared in the local papers. 
Just what the outcome of this ses- 
sion of the commission is not known. 
It Is probable, however, that they' will 
agree to disagree and after the maj- 
ority headed by Prof. Prince adopting 
the report, the . minority will send in 
their production to the proper authori- 
ties. 



EVANGELISTS' THEME 

Large Crowds Throng Church 
to Listen to-Crossley and 
Hunter 



POLICE JUSTIFIED 
IN SHOOTING STOUT 



Coroner's Jury Investigates the 
Death of • Murderer of 
Constable 



Most impressive were the services 
held last night at the Metropolitan 
Methodist church in connection with 
the Crossley-Htinter revival campaign. 
The church was ugaln crowded and 
both ovangelists were listened to with 
great Interest. Rev. Mr. Crossley 
gong- sermon on "Four Characters" 
made a pronounced impression upon 
the audience. Rev. Mr. Hunter was 
very direct in his appeals to man's 
higher nature. He read for the lesson 
a part of the twenty-first chapter , of 
the Book of Revelation. He enlarged 
particularly on the statement that there 
is "no night in heaven." There is no 
night of suffering there. It Is hard to 
understand, he said, why there is so 
much suffering on earth but very often 
the very brightest examples of piety 
are found in the sick room. There is 
no night of sorrow in heaven. Death 
need not be feared. It is the way to 
the other and better world. It is the 
toilet room wherein Is put on the dress 
of Heaven. Bettor white horses than 
black to draw the hearse; better flow- 
ers than crepe; for death has been 
conquered. There is no night of sep- 
aration In Heaven. There need be no 
separation, but there will be unless 
everyone comes to the Lord before 
death comes. 

"There shall In no wise enter in any- 
thing that deflleth". Come to' Christ 
and get your name in the Lamb's Book 
of Life" was the appeal Mr. Hunter 
made to his hearers. By special re- 
quest Rev. Mr. Crossley sang "The 
Handwriting on the Wall." 

In announcing the subject of his 
song-sermon Rev. Air. Crossley said 
he would speak of four Victoria char- 
acters, somo of each kind being pres- 
ent at the meeting. He chose his text 
from Psalm 1:1, "Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the counsel of the 
ungodly, nor standeth in the way of 
the sinner, nor sltteth in the seat of 
the scornful." The first character is 
the ungodly. By this is meant the 
moralist. There is more difference be- 
tween the moralist and the Christian 
than between bank bills and genuine 
gold. The bank bill is only good in 
the country where it is Issued but gold 
is of value In every country. The gold 
of Christian experience is the only cur- 
rency of value in the other world. 
"What's the harm'.'" is the moralist's 
favorite phrase. The Christian says 
"What's the good?" In tender appeal 
Mr. Crossley sang the hymn "He Waits 
to Pardon You," the choir joining in 
Hie chorus. 

The second character mentioned was 
the sinner. There are many different 
kinds of sinners, the drinking, profane, 
licentious, miserable and respectable 
sinner. Jiach Is apt to say, "I'm not 
so bad" i but all have great need of 
salvation. "We stand in the way of 
sinners," the speaker declared, "When 
we live in sin, or associate intimately 
with sinners or by apathy or crlticsm 
hinder sinners from coming to the Lord 
or when wo are backsliders." 

The third character was the scornful, 
those who are the sceptical or those 
who make a jest of religion. While 
reverence remains hope remains. He 
urged his hearers to cherish the spirit 
of reverence for it leads to life. The 
fourth character Is that termed "bless- 
ed" by the text. The "blessed" man Is 
not the moralist, not the sinner but 
he whose delight is in the law of the 
Lord. This happy state all may en- 
joy. r , , 

Manv responded to the appeal of the 
evangelists to stay for the after meet- 
ing of pravcr and meditation.

HERE AND THERE 

There is a vast deal of talk among 
women, as well as among some men, 
about the evils of the liquor traffic. 
The keepers of saloons are abused and 
the bars criticized. Yet how many 
people In Victoria are ready to make 
any sacrifice to lesson the temptations 
Which night after night are placed be- 
fore our young men. The theatres do 
something. They offer a man a place 
of amusement which, If not always 
elevating, yet gives a man who must 
perforce spend many hours of the win- 
ter night in the city, a safer place in 
which to pass the evening than the 
bar-room. The Y.M.C.A., the Carnegie 
Library, the .Seaman's [test and the 
W.C.T.U. Mission Home U each in Its 
own way, doing something to lesson 
tlie danger which the attractions of 
the saloon offer at every turn to the 
youth who longs fur company and 
good fellowship. 

Why is there not at least one build- 
ing in the centre of this city that can 
offer every attraction, and more than 
every attraction, of the bar-room ex- 
cept the sale of intoxicating liquor? 
Surely the establishment of such a 
building is not too much to ask the 
temperance people and the philanthro- 
pists of this city to do. it is a much 
easier thing to sit at home and talk 
about the evils of existing conditions 
than to bestir ourselves to remedy or 
even to ameliorate them. if every 
mother, who with thankful heart see* 
her little son breathing the innocent 
sleep of childhood, night after night, 
exerted all her Influence and give of 
her means to make, to that extent, the 
City a better place to live In, a coffee 
K would soon be ono of the at- 
tractions o>. Victoria.

Although conditions in England 
with respect to education are in 
many respects different from those in 
Canada there are some general feat- 
ures ot similarity. Florence B. Lou 
Writing in the Nineteenth Century 
and After, for September, says many 
things about the education of gj r i a 
winch apply to Canada as well as to 
Great Britain. A very large majority 
of girls here, as well as there, leave 
school at the age of sixteen or seven- 
teen, without entering either upon a 
university course or undergoing train- 
ing for teachers. The home conditions 
under which girls in this country pur- 
sue their studies tire very much bette- 
than they are in England. The houses 
are larger, people are in better circum- 
stances, so that, as a rule, the young 
girl during the later years of her school 
life can obtain in the evening, the nec- 
essary quiet as well as the needful leis- 
ure for preparing her work for the next 
day's classes. 

Yet it is true of girls here. ;is well 
as there that "they tire terribly con- 
scientious in the matter of work," and 
our teachers are not unfamiliar with 
"the harassed look on the face of many 
an overworked school girl" which will 
always haunt those who have helped 
to fill her witli a smattering of Latin, 
German and mathematics." 

The writer thinks that the tendency 
of this education is to give a girl "a 
smattering of many tilings, and little 
real Interest in any one thing." 

When the young girl so educated 
wants to train for some- employment 
the situation that offers most attrac- 
tion to tier is that of a clerk, which she 
considers much better than that of do- 
mestic service, "or all careers for wo- 
men," the article continues, "that have 
opened up during recent years, that of 
a clerk is, perhaps, the most hopeless, 
and the most undesirable." Not only 
is tlie employment badly paid hut "it 
is, when one comes to think of it, a 
deadening work to sit at a desk for 
seven or eight hours a day adding up 
rows anil rows of figures and writing 
dull, unhuman business letters." 

This work, in no sense, prepares a 
woman for managing a home of her 
own or for undertaking the duties or 
wife and mother. This and much more 
is said by way of criticism of the sys- 
tem of education which Is being used 
to prepare girls for clerical employ- 
ments. 

The remedy for this stale of things, 
the writer thinks, lies in the direction 
of giving girls a thoroughly good Eng- 
lish education. "It does not really 
matter whether she receives this edu- 
cation at an elementary or a second- 
ary school; what does mallei, ami 
matters vitally, Is that the teachers 
shall be women (or men 1 of liberal 
ideas who will teach their sublects 
with enthusiasm and in an enlightened 
fashion. Think what lour years' real 
teaching in English literature might 
be; it would mean that the girl got 
to love her Dickens and her Mrs. Gas- 
koll, her Longfellow and her Tenny- 
son, her Klngsley and her Scott, ami 
would continue to love these writers 
long arter she had left .school. For 
the impressions of childhood are the 
strongest of all impressions, and books 
read when the mind is soft and pliable 
as wax retain their impressions for- 
ever." 

In addition to this grounding In Eng- 
lish, the girl should learn, as thorough- 
ly iis such things can be learned /In 
school, how to cook and manage a 
house, and chiefly for its ethical value. 
The writer suggests that history might 
well be added to the curriculum if the 
girl who cannot remain to complete a 
university course. 

On the question as to the best em- 
ployment for this class of girls the 
writer of tlie article believes il to be 
what we have been accustomed to call 
domestic service', but this work must 
be revolutionized and the status of tlie 
worker raised. This could be done by 
training 11s tlie social standing of nur- 
ses and teachers have been raised with- 
in the memory of women not yet old.

DANISH SM0RREBR0D 

Have you ever tried the Danish 
smorrebrod? These open-faced sand- 
wiches on the half-shell cannot bo 
produced in their full glory on this 
side of the water, for we have neither 
the genius nor the butter; but we 
can manage a sufficiently appealing 
I imitation. 

Advocates of mystery maintain that 
the American sandwich which masks 
its deliciousness between twin films 
of delicate, bread, is more subtly sug- 
gestive and enticing. Be that as it 
may, In point of pure beauty the Dan- 
ish variety holds unquestioned su- 
premacy. A silver tray of smorrebrod 
(literally "butter bread"), the daintily 
arranged Ingredients appealing frank- 
ly to the eye, is as pretty as a bouquet 
and very nearly as poetic. 

Take rounds* of buttered French 
bread, and on them arrange little 
symphonies In color. On one dispose 
of a ring of pink Baratarla shrimps, 
their tails nicely turned Inward, and 
a spoonful of creamy mayonnaise in 
the centre. Let the next display a 
carefully cut slice of hard-boiled egg 
with a single anchovy coiled precise- 
ly around It. Cover another with 
caviar garnished witli lemon, another 
with chopped Roqueforts another with 
thinly sliced Swiss cheese, and still 
•another with chopped egg and kipper- 
ed herring. Take a long breath, and 
then trim a slice of rare roast beef 
to lit a round of bread, and on it lay 
diagonally first a slice of bright-brown 
aspic jelly, and then a narrower strip 
of green cucumber pickle. II will 
look appetizing, 

Should you eare to multiply sub- 
stantial varieties, add arrangements of 
sardines, sardelles, ham, tongue, 
smoked salmon, or any odd and In- 
teresting sort of sausage. 

Hut whatever you omit, it must not 
be that queen of sandwiches spread 
with "sildesalat," which is Danish for 
herring salad. It is a beautiful beet- 
red delicacy with small rings of hard- 
boiled egg to set it off. Chop together 
beets and potato and set them away 
for some hours, that the beet may Im- 
part Its color to the potato. Add a 
judicious modicum of flaked kippered 
herring, and mask in a mayonnaise 
flavored with onion juice, and made 
rather more than usually hot with 
mustard, and above all, colored red 
witli the grated pulp of beet, My 
sildesalat sandwiches reproduce the 
flavor of the original, but thus far 
the color leaves much to be desired. I 
begin to suspect that the Danes use 
cochineal, though they don't admit it. 

It will at once occur to any concoc- 
ter of dainty suppers that these fork 
sandwiches might' lie supplemented by 
purely American di-,v,ice.s. TJie lettuce- 
banana -may onnaitfe-'and- chopped pea- 
nut salad might be prejttily arranged 
upon a round of bread, as might sal- 
ads of sweetbread and cucumber, or 
egg and lettuce, or lettuce and either 
cucumber or tomato Jelly. 

The list might be almost Indefinitely 
extended. Hut here are already enough 
to satisfy every tnste. It is well to 
serve about four kinds of sauce, one 
of salad, one of fish and one of meat. 
For strange as it may seem. If the 
smorrebrod are very nice, one man 
will make way with no less than four 
"stuck" with ills corfee. 

Confidence and Lovo 

Little children have an Implicit 
faith in what father and mother say. 
Don't let them get disillusioned as they 
grow older. If you make a promise to 
.John or Mary, keep it, however small 
a thing it may be, or however Incon- 
venient to yourself. 

Children set such store by what, 
looked at with grown-up eyes, seem 
trifles. And a thoughtless promise 
made to a child may keep it happy 
for days. Hut if. as time passes, tlie 
promise is not fulfilled, a sense of dis- 
appointment grows up in the small 
mind, and a doubl as lo whether 
mother's word is, after all, to be trust- 
ed. Respect is rounded on trust, and 
the secure knowledge that the parent 
is to be trusted will make the child 
grow up Into a dutiful man or woman. 

All children should respect their 
parents; without respect, all the love 
in ih'.' world is a poor thing, like dross 
compared with gold. 

Needlework Notes. 

A protty work hag is made by cov- 
ering three large heart-shaped pieces 
1 if cardboard art scrim. Tlie hearts 
are embroidered in a wild-rose de- 
sign willi pink and green cotton floss. 
The hearts are joined to form a cube, 
Which closes with a gum drawstring. 
Willi the necessary ribbon accessor- 
ies as a finishing touch, the bag is 
completed. A smaller design is use- 
ful as a hair receiver, though the 
silk portion Is not closed, but ruffled 
around a miniature hoop the size of 
a dollar. 

With tin; revival of old-fashioned 
embroidery stitches and marking 

'there has come about a desire among 
the women devoted to fancy needle- 
work to possess samplers just like 
those that were once used ;is patterns 

I for all sorts of stitches and designs. 
It is really difficult for some women to 
carry in their heads the various 
stitches they use even in plain work, 
so that, either tlie friendly aid of fel- 
low embroiderer, a needlework book 
oi- its equivalent, the sampler, is re- 
quired to guide them in their work. 

The best method of mending a silk 
gown Is to use the ravellngs from the 
material Itself, first of all, because 
there can he 110 doubt as to your hav- 
ing the exact shade — which Is not apt 
to he tin' case even with the most 
closely matched sewing silk — and sec- 
ondly because the twist is tlie same 
and the stitches do not show, as they 
will if tlie stitches tire taken with a 
thread more tightly twisted than the 
woven fiber, The place should after- 
ward be pressed with a heavy iron. 
The iron, of course, should only he 
warmed, as a lad one would leave an 
imprint id' its shape.

Pillows for the Sick. 

There is no problem more difficult 
of solution than how to make a long 
stay in bed or a convalescing period 
comfortable for the patient. 

Pillows, pillows, pillows, a score or 
morn of them, Is the solution, says the 
Circle. Not full sized heavy feather 
pillows, but small light wool, down, 
hair or even balm cushions are the 
comforts which ease the patient's 
tired muscles. 

They should be in sizes ranging 
from ten to eighteen inches in length 
and from eight to twelve inches wide, 
or they can be made square. The 
larger ones are excellent If made of 
hair and tufted like a mattress. 

These little comfort cushions can 
be slipped under the neck, at the small 
of the back, under the knees or heels, 
and placed where a tired arm can 
rest comfortably upon them; this for 
the patient in bed. 

When tlie patient is sitting up the 
pillows can be tucked In all the hol- 
lows, and are especially useful in pre- 
venting that awful ache where the 
bend of tlie knees rests against the 
chair. 

These small pillows also fit nicely in 
the hollows of the regular bed pillows 
when the patient sits up in bed, and 
they 'are convenient for the 'nurse to 
rest her elbow or neck upon if she has 
to Bupport the patient for any length 
of time. A good round dozen of 
theso cushions will not be too many 
and they will be found an Invaluable 
aid to both nurse and patient. 

Chemisette Novelties 

"With highnecked dinner or after- 
noon gowns lace V's or chemisettes, 
lace or lawn plisse collars will be 
used, which, to the eye, are an oven 
height all round. The newest are In- 
dividualized by the regular lace fig- 
ure at tlie top of the collar.

Soap bark Is an effective cleaner of 
woollen skirts and men's clothes, as it 
is a quick eradlcator of grease and 
dirt. 

Get live cents' worth of the soap 
bark, pour It over a quart of boiling 
■water; steep it gently over a fire for 
two hours, keeping the heat low, so 
that the water will not boll away. 
Then strain through a piece of cheese- 
cloth and It Is ready to use. 

Any ripping apart of garments that 
needs to be done should be done be- 
fore the cleansing process takes place. 

Brush the garments carefully first, 
and then apply the liquid with a 
woollen cloth, going religiously over 
every spot. This should* be done with 
care, using especial diligence with the 
soiled spots. After sponging, rinse in 
ammonia water, and before the. gar- 
ment is thoroughly 'dried, press It be- 
tween two dark cloths.

To followers of athletics In Victoria, 
the following communication from 
George A. Smith, of Vancouver, west- 
ern representative of the Canadian 
Amateur Athletic Union, will prove of 
especial Interest just now: 
To the Sporting Editor. 

Much Is being said these days about 
the C.A.A.U., and a comparison with 
the only other athletic union in Can- 
ada is permissible at this time in Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

I would like to make plain to those 
most interested that the meeting held 
recently In the Y.M.C.A. to consider 
the organization of a British Columbia 
union did not in the slightest bias or 
attempt to bias any person in favor 
of the C.A.A.U., although when you 
come to consider the fact the only 
body of note and the athletic body to 
Which has been entrusted the duty of 
selecting the all Canada team. viz.. C. 
A.A.U., for the greatest event in the 
world's history of amateur athletics, 
which is the Olympic games In Eng- 
land (BIOS), and that only bona tide 
amateurs according to C.A.A.U. rules 
in Canada can compete, a little of the | 
prestige which the C.A.A.U. holds can 
be estimated. Faithfully yours.

Mr. Smith's statement follows: 

There is no rivalry between 
Canadian Amateur Athletic Union 
the Amateur Athletic federation 
Canada, Rivalry presupposes some 
shadow of equality, but none exists in 
this case. The C.A.A.U. has the mem- 
bership and support of practically all 
organized sport throughout Canada, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
its authority is recognized in all 
branches of sport. Its membership of 
some, 700 clubs and associations, re- 
presenting thirty thousand persons 
actively Interested in sport, is domin- 
ated by amateur principles .find stands 
lor the definite line between ama- 
teurs and professionals in competi- 
tion. Every / week, every day, it is 
growing in number and authority) and 
has readied In the past twelve months 
dimensions ten times greater than it 
ever knew before. 

On t ho other hand the Federation is 
largely a myth, a bogy set up by the 
M.A.A.A. to distract the attention of 
its members, and the general public 
from the fact that the M.A.A.A^ nnd 
Stha other"club r s fii Montr^ll and Otta- 
wa, which maintain professional teams 
in lacrosse, hockey, or any other sport, 
have thereby put themselves out of the 
pale of amateurism, as recognized . in 
every part of the world except Mon- 
treal and Ottawa. That's absolutely 
all there is to the Federation, a cheap 
and transparent device, deceiving no 
Jperson who gives it a moment's 
thought; It exists only as a make- 
shift to cover the nakedness of the 
Montreal and Ottawa clubs till they 
can see a way to again assume ' their 
proper gar)) of amateurism. As an 
amateur governing body the Federa- 
tion is an impudent imposture. It is 
not amateur and it does not govern. 
It is not recognized, and never will be 
by an amateur organization in the 
world. It has no membership, nor 
ever can have any, but that of clubs 
whose teams are professionals or en- 
gaged in professional competitions. 
It cannot even hold games of its own, 
but had to swallow its principles and 
foundation rules at the dictation of an 
nlien and hostile organization before 
it could have an athletic gathering 
under its sanction, but at which it re- 
pudiated its own essential reason for 
existence and Imposed on competitors 
the requirements of the C.A.A.U. In the 
matter of qualification. All members 
of the Montreal. Shamrock, Capital 
and National lacrosse clubs, and of 
the Wanderers and other hockey clubs 
were barred by the Federation, which 
jumped through the hoop as ordered 
by the American A.A.U. 

At the Federation meeting only three 
clubs were represented, all of Mon- 
treal, and none of them amateur. At 
the C.A.A.U. meeting one governor 
alone represented a hundred clubs, ac- 
tive, amateur and covering a great 
territory. 

At the ■ Federation meeting all that 
was done was to "suspend" a Cana- 
dian athlete at the dictation of tin; 
alien organization, though he was 
never within the jurisdiction of the 
Federation, and never could be. 

At 'the C.A.A.U. meeting there was 
three hours' business, Including such 
as the admission to membership nf the 
following bodies: Ottawa University 
Athletic association", Western Football 
association. Toronto Football league, 
Hamilton Irish- American Athletic club, 
Methodist Young Men's Club of Tor- 
onto, Ontario Rugby Football fJnion, 
Toronto Rowing club, Hamilton Y. 
M.C.A. 

There is as much rivalry between 
the C.A.A.U. and the Federation as 
there is rivalry between the Dominion 
government and the poor, wandering 



piped fur the Federation, and that con- 
cern lias since been hopping to his 
tune on all occasions What he really 
thinks of it lie expressed when a Fed- 
eration official made overtures to the 
American A.A.U. last spring. This was 
President Sullivan's reply: 

"I have no patience with persons of 
any experience in the control of ath- 
letic affairs who can hold such ideas 
of amateur sport as this Federation ex- 
presses, it is incredible that any oiie 
should fail to see that such a system 
is utterly antagonistic to the idea.s 
that govern amateur sport everywhere. 
The A.A.U. could not recognize you. 
We could not confer with you. Wo 
could not even admit Unit such a con- 
cern exists. Wo eonld deal with tho 
National Baseball leugue, because that 
is honest, because your Federation Is u 
monstrosity." 

The utter lack of spirit and principle 
exhibited In its abandonment of its 
own definition at his dictation was 
not calcuiated to do anything but sink 
the Federacion still lower in the' esti- 
mation of Its companion in arms. It is 
not uncommon for a man to despise 
his own weak tool. 

Tile C.A.A.U, and the Federation 
have each held an executive meeting 
within the last week as two. A !ook at 
tin. composition and representation at 
these meetings would be enough to 
provoke laughter at the Federation, 
wore it not rather a case for indigna- 
tion at the imposition on amateur 
sport that i,s attempted by the pre- 
tence that the Federation is an ama- 
teur governing body. Here are tho 
lists of tiie governors:

It hardly seems at all likely that 
unything will come of the big mass 
meeting to be held at Vancouver a 
week from tomorrow to discuss the 
amateur athletic situation in the pro- 
vince. There tire two distinct sec- 
tions among the athletes of British 
Columbia, those who favor the simon- 
pure amateur as defined by the Cana- 
dian Amateur Athletic Union, and the 
hybrid amateur as accepted by the 
Canadian Amateur Federation of Ath- 
letes. The hitter body permits ama- 
teurs to play with and against pro- 
fessionals without losing their ama- 
teur status and the former doesn't, 
and there you are. The Vancouver 
clubs were unable to agree upon any 
course of action at their meeting this 
week and the Victoria clubs also 
found themselves hopelessly divided on 
the question. In view of this it is 
hard to see how a joint meeting will 
make tiny difference. 

The rowing clubs of the province 
and the V.M.O.A. tire determined to 
have none but strict amateur, and re- 
ruse point-blank to enter any athletic 
union which permits professionals and 
amateurs to play together. Tho sen- 
ior lacrosse clubs of the mainland and 
tho football clubs of the Island and 
mainland are holding out for the Fed- 
eration Idea, and there is no possible 
chance for the two sections to get to- 
gether. In Vancouver the Vancouver 
Athletic club, supposedly an amateur 
concern, though one thai conducts pro- 
fessional prize fights, has thrown in 
its lot with the lacrosse anil football 
men in countenancing the semi-pro- 
fessional, but even the Influence which 
this club wields in Terminal City sport 
is hardly likely to result in the Fed- 
eration amateur-professional being ac- 
cepted by all the clubs In the province 
or even in Vancouver. 

The advocates of tin? proposal to 
permit amateurs and professionals to 
mingle in sport are making many mis- 
statements In their effort to carry the 
day. They assert that the Pacific 
Northwest Athletic association, with 
which they propose to affiliate, per- 
mits amateurs and professionals to 
play together, a jmre fabrication. The 
statement was made at the Vancouver 
meeting and went unchallenged, when 
it should have been promptly contra- 
dicted. This association is thoroughly 
amateur. The football men are rely- 
ing on the fact that in the old! coun- 
try amateurs- and professionals are 
permitted to play together in that 
sport as well lis In cricket and golf. 
Conditions arc different In Canada to 
those In the old country and this 
point is .apparently not taken into 
consideration by the football men. Tho 
lacrosse men of the Mainland, or the 
senior players at any rate, being pro- 
fessionals now have no alternative but 
to advocate the mingling of the 
classes. 

The rowing men and the Young 
Men's Christian associations wield a 
mighty Influence In provincial athletics 
however. Take the James Bay Ath- 
letic association in this City, for In- 
stance. Its members are found in al- 
most e\ ery branch or sport, football, 
rugby, basketball, tennis, rowing, 
swimming, lacrosse, hockey, and if i 
they withdraw from the organizations 
controlling these several divisions nf 
sport they will leave a gap that will 
be severely felt. 

It Is unfortunate that the threatened 
present crisis has arisen in British 
Columbia athletics. But this province 
is not alone in Its worries In this re- 
gard. In the east the two big athletic 
associations are fighting tooth and nail 
and athletes who are amateurs in one 
concern ate out and out. professionals 
111 the other and vice versa. In conse- 
quence there Is a state of chaos in 
athletics. It is bound to right Itself 
in time, however. At present, while 
the Federation has the support of the 
American Amateur Athletic Union, the 
Canadian Amateur Athletic Union litis 
tin- support of the committee in charge 
of the great Olympic sports at London 
next year, and it looks very much as 
though the C.A.A.U. will win out. 

A couple of opinions from recent 
eastern exchanges on tin' situation In 
the east will prove interesting at this 

The Toronto Telegram has this: 
"Amateurism in the land of the al- 
mighty dollar does not improve as the 
days grow longer. There is nothing 
new in this rcporl that the American 
Amateur Athletic Union will try to 
professionalize Longboat. Tt Simply 
harks back to that soft spring even- 
ing wdien the big Indian was to appear 
in 1 New York, and in company with 
one Bonhag, draw a gate it would re- 
quire a dray to carry away. Now, 
this gate was to go to the New York 
Athletic club, which, to all Intents and 
purposes, is tie- A.A.U. But just here 
the C.A.A.U. stepped in and refused to 
grant Longboat a permit to run tit 
this great gate money event. It there- 
by made the A.A.U. its enemy for life.

PAY FOR PERSONAL EFFECTS 


Czar's Government Refused to 
Admit Liability for His 
Imprisonment 



Messrs. Moresby & O'Reilly have, re- 
ceived from the Russian government 
S^i.^o in settlement of the claim made 
by Robert Findlay, a local seal hunt- 
er, for loss of his personal effects when 
hi; was taken prisoner following the 
sinking of the Japanese sealing 
schooner Hokusci Maru, which was 
sunk by the Russian cruiser Grombol, 
on May 10, 1905. The Russian gov- 
ernment declined to admit liability 
for damages arising oui of illegal im- 
prisonment at Vlad ivostok and Meld- 
vld, and ottered 162 roubles in payment 
for the sealer's effects which were 
lost when the scaling schooner went 
down alter boing torpedoed by the 
Russian warsup In the Sea of Japan. 
Findlay, who is a Victorian, shipped 
on board the Japanese sealer in Feb- 
ruary, IDOL', at Hakodate and pro- 
ceeded on a- sealing cruisa in the Sea 
of Japan, which continued until the 
schooner fell In with" the Russian 
cruiser. The crew, Findlay among the 
number, was taken on hoard the 
Gromblo and imprisoned at Vladivos- 
tock in the fortress. Later they wore 
placed on the prison ship Argoon In 
Vladivostok harbor, and later sent to 
Meldvld, being ultimately turned lo.so 
from the Russian prison in Siberia, 
from whore Findlay had to make hl3 
Way homo us best he could. 

Ml". Findlny's claim is the first of 
the Russian claims to be settled and 
Mrinsrs. Moresby & O'Reilly are bo- 
ins congratulated. There are a num- 
ber of claims pending arising out of 
the Illegal seizure of four Victoria 
HeaUnx s'hoonors by Russian patrol 
vessel:; off the Copper islands many 
years ago for which the federal gov- 
ernment has never secured compensa- 
ti.Mi, allCCUgli Russia has settled 
claims advanced by the owners of 
United -States schooners seized at the 
same time. The settlement, of Mr. 
Findlay's claim was made through 
the Ottawa government and the Jm* 
perlal government. Recently Messrs. 
Moresby & O'Reilly received the fol- 
lowing letter from the under-seeret- 
ary of state advising them of the pro- 
posed settlement, as follows: 

"lie claim of Mr. Findlay against the 
Russian government. I have it in my 
command to inform you that His 
Excellency the Governor-General has 
received a. despatch from the secretary 
of state for the colonies from His Maj- 
esty's ambassador at St. Petersburg 
on the subject of the above claim. The 
substance of Sir A. Nicholson's des- 
patch is to the effect that Mr. Find- 
ley's claim was referred to a com- 
mission presided over by Prof. Mar- 
tens, who held that the arrest of Mr. 
Findlay and his detention 'of prisoner 
of war, pending an Investigation of his 
case, was perfectly regular, and they 
point out his innocence having been 
established, he w-as released by the 
Russian govern men t on the Inltatlvo 
of the latter. Consequently the com- 
mission are of the opinion that the 
claimant has no claim whatever to 
compensation. At the same time the 
Russian government are prepared to 
nialco good to Mr. Findlay the value 
of the property confiscated from him 
at the time of arrest, namely, one hun- 
dred and sixty-two roubles. If Mr. 
Findlay Is willing to accept this sum 
it will be duly transmitted through the 
embassy." 

Mr. Findlay agreed to this settle- 
ment, and yesterday the money arrived 
from St. Petersburg-. 

In regard to the claims of the 
schooners an impasse has been reach- 
ed. Russia agreed to pay $44,701 in 
settlement of the claims of the schoon- 
ers Carmollto and Vancouver Belle, 
on condition that the other claims be 
withdrawn, and while the Canadian 
representative to the meeting with the 
Russian agents in London some yoars 
ago agreed to a settlement on that 
basis, the owners of the schooners 
Rosin Olson and Maria which suffer 
by the arrangement refuse to with- 
draw their claims. The seizure or all 
four vessels was made under similar 
circumstances and the owners of the. 
Rosie Olsen and Maria hold they have 
equal right to have their claims set- 
tled with those of the Carmelite and 
Vancouver Belle, The sealers have 
at different times brought the matter 
to the attention of the federal gov- 
ernment bui nothing litis been accom- 
plished.

homo port. Permission was asked of 
officials at Victoria for the Sea Lion 
to visit the wreck, but this was re- 
fused, and the company told that they 
must engage a British tug. The 
British Columbia Marino Railways 
company was communicated with and 
asked to name a price for the service 
of the Salvor. This price the com- 
pany believed too high, considering 
that the Tampico was not badly dam- 
aged, so the tug tonic was engaged. 
W. H. Allison, assistant to President 
Ford, and Captain Genoreaux, repres- 
enting the underwriters, boarded the 
Sea Lion at this port and were trans- 
ferred to the Lome at Victoria. 

'Notwithstanding that the British 
Columbia officials regarded the Tam- 
pico a wreck, they should have per- 
mitted the Sea Lion to ae! as con- 
voy, especially in view of the fact that 
the United States government about 
a year ago permitted the British sal- 
vage tug Salvor to go to the assist- 
ance of the British steamship Totten- 
ham, which went ashore on San Juan 
island, in American waters. A more 
recent case is the stranding of the 
British steamship Indravelll, which 
is at the present time ashore on a 
ledge at the southeastern end of Har- 
vey island, well within Uncle .Sam's 
domain. As Railway & Marine News 
goes to press the Salvor is standing 
by, and while for the benefit of all 
concerned it is hoped that the big ves- 
sel will be saved, this paper would 
like to see the American, government 
give her neighbors across the line a 
dose of their own medicine. Turn 
about is fair play." 

The Railway & Marine News is ob- 
viously entirely ignorant of the law 
in this connection. The Salvor or 
other British vessels have the right 
to ongage in wrecking British vessels 
whloh strand on San Juan, Henry Isl- 
and, or elsewhere in contiguous wat- 
ers as long as the wrecking steamers 
comply with the usual customs regu- 
lations. This is provided for in the 
reciprocal wrecking agreement which 
gives American steamers an equal 
right to enter contiguous Canadian 
waters as the British steamers have 
to engage in wrecking In contiguous 
American waters. It is as likely though 
that foreign tugs would be given per- 
mission to tow in Canadian waters as 
a Canadian tug would be given per- 
mission to proceed to Olympia to get 
a Canadian vessel which stranded in 
the. inland waters of Puget Sound.

VENTURE RETURNS SOUTH 



Boscowitz Company's Steamer Had 
Rough Passage — Brought Many 
Passengers 



The steamer Venture of the Bos- 
cowitz Steamship company reached 
port yesterday morning from Naa& 
Prince Rupert and way ports bringing 
a large complement of passengers. 
During her trip north the steamer had 
to seek shelter at Safety Cove from a 
southeasterly storm sweeping Queen 
Charlotte Sound, involving the loss of 
a day. 

The Venture's cargo consisted of 
7,000 cases of canned salmon, 113 cases 
of dog salmon, and 24 barrels of salt 
salmon. About 4,000 cases of the 
canned salmon is consigned to Aus- 
tralian points. 

Forty tlrst class pasengers came 
south on the Venture, among them be- 
ing Mr. T. 10. Atkins, from Quathiaska 
Cove. Some of the miners from the 
Hidden Creek Mining company's pro- 
perty at Goose Bay, Observatory Inlet, 
also came down, operations having 
been curtailed for the winter months. 

The passengers also Included about 
twenty men who went to Prince Ru- 
pert, thinking to secure work there. 
Some, who were destitute, were 
brought south free of charge. 



The R. M. .S. Aorangi, Capt. J. D. S. 
Phillips, reached port last night about 
10 p.m. with GO passengers from Aus- 
tralian ports, the steamer President 
being held until 11 p.m. to allow, the 
transfer of 00 San Francisco travelers 
'tfroni the Antipodes. The steamer 
brought 1507 tons of general cargo, 
of which BOO carcases of frozen mut- 
ton and a small shipment of general 
freight was landed here. Sydney was 
left October 28, and Brisbane October 
Ml. Fine weather was experienced 
thence to Suva, which port was loft 
November 6, and the liner arrived at 
Honolulu November 14. From the 
island port, she met with fresh to mod- 
erate southeast winds with high east, 
southeast swell, with line weather to 
noon, November IS. Thence north- 
westerly and southwesterly winds, 
with heavy westerly swell, and rainy 
weather was experienced until arrival 
at Cape Flattery about 4 p.m. yes- 
terday. The steamer was passed at 
Wlllima Head ast night after night- 
fall in order to facilitate the transfer 
of the passengers bound to San Fran- 
cisco to the President. 

November 15, in latitude 25.13 north, 
and longtltudo 154.19 west the Aoran- 
gi passed the French bark Belen of 
Nantes which signalled that she was 
hound from Newcastle, New South 
Wales with coal for San Francisco, 
and wished to be reported all -well. 

The officers of the steamer reported 
that following the Moana, which 
leaves Sydney on "Monday for Victoria 
the new liner Marama will be placed 
in service, replacing ihe steamer Mlp- 
wera, now homeward bound to the 
Antipodes.

Tho other story of gallantry is con- 
nected with tho foundering of tho 
foundering of tho Danish bnrque 
Ingeborg, after collision with the 
steamship Arawatta, The collision 
happened In Australian waters, whore 
tho Ingeborg, with a false economy 
in tho matter of oil supply, Which de- 
serves the severest condemnation, had 
apparently been navigating on certain 
nights without displaying the regula- 
tion lights. It is fair, however, to 
say that tho court did not and that tho 
collision was due to absence of lights, 
but- to the negligent navigation of tho 
steamer, and the contributory careless 
ness of tho Ingeborg at tho moment of 
peril. But the case shows that a for 
elgn shipmaster, no less than his Brit- 
ish colleague, can rise to supreme 
heights of self-abnegation. When tho 
Arawatta was "towering over tho 
barque," as one of tho witnesses des- 
cribe it, Captain H. M. Schmidt, of 
tho Ingeborg, ordered his men to 
clamber on to the steamer, and he and 
others helped some of them up. Cap- 
tain Schmidt was assisting ihe cabin 
boy to safety, and the mate was en- 
deavoring to grasp him from tho 
steamer, when the ships drew apart, 
and both captain and cabin boy wero 
among the lost. The murine board at. 
Brlsbano have placed on record "their 
appreciation of the heroic conduct of 
Captain Schmidt, who assuredly sac- 
rificed his life in endeavoring to save 
the lives of others."

The despatch of an expedition un- 
dor Capt. Bull whoso schooner Cather- 
ine was wrecked on the inhospitable 
Crozet Islands of tho lone Southern 
ocean to replenish the stores of cloth- 
ing and food provided there for cast- 
aways has Influenced a writer In Ship- 
ping Illustrated to tell of the experi- 
ences of castaways in the Pacific. The 
countless reefs in the Pacific have 
been responsible for many a sad ex- 
perience by castaways, he says. Some 
time ago the American steamer Mari- 
posa rescued the crew of an English 
bark from Palmyra island, the sailing 
vessel having struck an outlying coral 
reef on her way from Australia to 
California. Happily these unfortunates 
found the ruins of six huts, presum- 
ably erected by previous castaways, 
and they managed to exist on cocoa- 
nuts, fish, birds, eggs and a sufficiency 
of water. In 1S75 the sailing ship 
Strathmore stranded on the Crozot 
islands, on the passage to New Zea- 
land, and the survivors of the passen- 
gers and crew spent seven months 
on that desolate group under an In- 
clement sky. At that time the nations 
had not taken in hand the provision- 
ing of such lonely spots. Now, on 
Iceland, on the Amsterdam, St. Paul 
and Kcrguelen islands, of the Indian 
ocean; on the Crozot Islands, and on 
the outlying groupa of New Zealand, 
there are depots of provisions and 
clothing for castaways. In the strult 
of .Magellan there Is also ,i ship- 
wrecked mariners' refuge with a tele- 
graph station which affords a potent 
object lesson in the Bp read of modern 
methods for alleviuting the risks of 
shipwrecked people. Similar depots 
are now, says the writer, in existence 
at Cape Beale lighthouse und Carnitui- 
ah lighthouse, Vancouver island, and 
notice boards have been erected at in- 
tervals along the cousl giving Informa- 
tion respecting the direction and dis- 
tance of the nearest relief. In Decem- 
ber, 18S7, the French war vessel La 
Meurthe left at the depot on Hog is- 
land, Crozot group, in a hut, a ton of 
preserved beef, half ton biscuit, three- 
quarter ton of sardines In oil, twenty 
blankets, fifteen pairs of -dices, and 
fifteen pairs of warm trousers, all care- 
fully packed In boxes, and also spears, 
hatchets and cooking utensils. On 
Possession island, near by, the Brit- 
ish warship Comus left provisions suf- 
ficient to last fifty people for fifty days, 
and a stock' of clothing. Seven years 
later these supplies were found In- 
tact by the French ship La Meurthe, 
and the Catherine had the Crozet's 
caches at her disposal. At some of 
ihe provision depots, sheds, tanks for 
catching water, dry wood, matches and 
cooking gear, are well in evidence, 
The modern voyager is Infinitely bet- 
ter provided for under this head than 
were the old timers, but there Is room 
for an extension of the system of leav- 
ing stores of various sorts on unin- 
habited Islands, where castaways are 
likely to pass a considerable time and 
theft is unknown. 



H.M. Survey steamer Egeria has re- 
turned to Esqulmalt and loaves again 
today for Sidney.

Banks Insist on Cleaning Up of 
Accounts— Prominent Se- 
curities Affected 



Now York, Nov. 21.— liquidation of 
the same painful character 41s for sev- 
eral days past way still In evidence In 
the .stock market today and tile acute 
depression In the stocks affected was 
occasioned by the selling.

A. W, Donly Tells of Openings 
for Business — Friendly to 
Canada 



A. W, Donly, Canadian 'Trade Com- 
missioner to Mexico, In an interesting 
address before the Toronto Board of 
Trade the other day, showed that great 
opportunities existed for the extension 
of Canadian trade in that country. 
After dealing briefly with some mis- 
conceptions in regard to Mexico, Mr. 
Donly said that its population was 
about 13,000,000, and its foreign trade 
was worth about $300,000,000 a year, 
or half that of Canada. About 7. r > per 
cent, of the people were "peons" or 
peasants, who received low wages and 
whose purchasing power was low. But 
the rest of the population was about 
equal in purchasing: power per capita 
as the people of Canada. About 70 
per cent, of the Mexican trade was now 
in the bands of the United States. 

Anglo-Saxons were prone to think 
that the Mexicans were an 'uncivilized 
people, but the MWftca'n government 
was a stable one, the last revolution 
having taken .place thirty -live, years 
ago. The administration had accumu- 
lated a large surplus and it was wisely 
disbursing It in public works. In the 
republic were 12.000 miles of railways; 
Mexico City had now the finest post 
office building in America. A House- of 
Congress was going up at an expendi- 
ture of $4,000,000. 

Friendly to Canadians. 

The Mexican government and people 
were friendly towards Canada, having 
no war of 1840 and no nickel riots to 
lay to the door of Canadian's, No 
reason, therefore, existed why Cana- 
dian houses should not got along fa- 
mously with Mexican merchants. 

Speaking of the resources of that 
country, Mr. Donly said that the total 
silver production of one mine alone 
amounted to $900,000,000, The agri- 
cultural resources were not fully de- 
veloped, but many Industrie;! had late- 
ly sprung up, such, us the cotton one, 
enormous mills having been erected in 
Die republic.

That country would buy lum- 
ber, railway ties, pulpwood, coal, hay, 
but not at $20 a ton, barley, potatoes, 
apples, dairy products, live stock for 
breeding purposes, ilsh, agricultural 
implements, mining machinery, Iron 
pipings, cordage, bools and shoes, and 
plumbers' supplies. In regard to the 
last-named, a Mexican merchant had 
told hlni that he received a catalogue 
from a Montreal house, containing; the 
same price list as those of the United 
Slates factories, but while the discount 
of the United States manufacturers 
was 70 per cent., that of the Canadian 
linn was only in per cent. At these 
high prices," little business could be 
done. 

Has Many Things to SeH. 

Mexico could sell hemp, Jute, honey, 
sugar, tobacco leaf and its products, 
oranges, cocoaiiiuts and other tropical 
fruits. Jute, which now came chiefly 
from India, could be produced in large 
quantities. Canadians need have no 
tear of extending credit to Mexican 
merchants, he said, as though some 
might be slow of payment, there were 
scarcely half the number or failures 
as there were in this country. 

In conclusion, Mr. Donly advised 
them in shipping fruit to select It care- 
fully and pack it well. They should 
advertise in good mediums, have a 
good local ag/ent, and send a commer- 
cial traveler there every year to so 11. :lt 
orders It would bo advisable foi me 
Canadian merchant and manufacturer 
t0 take a trip or.
